Earthquakes nnd vulcanic eruptiuiH 
spasmodically devastate limited re- 
gions of the earth's surface, but the 
sun spots, with Ihe exceeding slowness 
aud Inevitable sureni-ss of the mills nt 
the goils, bring onward the doom of 
the whole v/orlil. 


This Is apparent from the fact re- 


vealed by experiments with the elec- 
tric furnace that the peculiarities of 
tho light emllted by snu spots are ex- 
plicable only by the lowered ti-mptr- 
atureof the siwts ami from the further 
fact that these same peculiarities exist 
In the light of certain stars, which for 
n variety of reasons are believed to be 
more hdvnnccd in age ami cooler than 
our sun. 
The Inference Is unavoidable 


tlint sun spots must be considered as 
forerunners of Ihe general" loss of the 
Bun's power of radiation, 
lie Is yet 


close to the noon point, probably a lit- 
tle past It, nnd henceforth, as his aft- 
ernoon declines, suu spots will become 
more and more numerous aud greater 
and greater In area, or else (he cooling 
process now manifested by (heir pres- 
ence will assume a more general form, 
nffccting the whole of the solar disk. 
And as this progresses the vivifying 
heat will be withdrawn from the earth, 
with consequences which we can re- 
gard with academical equanimity only 
because, measured by (he spun of hu- 
man life, they must be so remote. 


A problem affecting the more Imme- 


diate future is that of the manner In 
which a sun passes through (he various 
steps of obscuration. It Is disquieting 
ta watch (lie behavior of some of the 
•stars a^ little more advanced than the 
aim in age-. 


We clinuld hope lliat the sun will 


never Imitate, for luslance, Uclelgouse, 
one of his older and larger brothers, 
for Hetelgense undergoes, several timed 
in a century, changes of radiation 
which would quickly put the earth out 
or' .cC'inmissioii as a lighting planet \t 
they ucciinvd iu the suu.—New York 
American.

The light 'in the bill is to make llie 
uiechunicul music people pay a royal- 
ly also and tins they do uol wxnt to 
do. ll would seem to Ihe outsider ra- 
ther hatd lines that a musical compo- 
sition should be a copyrightable pro- 
duction if a man wanted 10 print it but 
should be free lo all mnnuraeturers if 
they want to reproduce II cin some me- 
chanical musical instrument.

What he learned 
was that a greater or Jess degree of 
cold or of wind when the snow falls 
nnd its "lying a longer or shorter time 
ou the ground" will occasion r, differ- 
ence in the weight and In the quantity 
of water produced, "but if," he added, 
"1 may trust to the above trials, which 
I endeavored lo perform with care, 
snow newly fallen, with a moderate 
gale of wind, freezing cold, will pro- 
duce a quantity of water equal to one- 
tenth part of Its hulk." So that a fall 
of snow of ten Inches represents a 
rainfall of one inch.—London Chroni- 
cle.
